dran and all the.merry others of the 
last generation. 


Forty years ago opera boufCo—the. 


genuine article—was at its apogee in 
America. In1 ail the. cities of. the. land 
the tuneful'and care dispelling: arias 
and. choruses-of "L{i Grande-Tiuchesse," 
"Uarbe Bieue," "b'a'.Fille de Madame 
Angot,". "La jMaseotte," -"La Belle 'Hel- 
ene" and a dozen similar works were 
common property.. The ragtime craze 
had not yet. assumed its subsequent 
virulent type, and even the. great un- 
musical'public seemed content. 'It it 
could • nq't digest" readily the' correct 
harmonies.' of. the' .'men'-' wno ' coriibincd 
speech and song so adroitly it could at 
least appreciate-the never flagging Jol- 
lity of everything and it did. 


Then came'-the' decline'.. How it hap- 


pened no orjCiSeems to knp-.v precisely. 
With the passing of sucli consummate 
artists as Judic, Theo and our own in- 
comparable Alice Dates opera bouffe 
languished. For one, thing, it was made 
/apparent that the makers of this spe- 
cies of opera.had set.the.standard so 
high that -it. was attainable only by 
composers and artists of grand opera 
caliber. To become -i successful opera 
bouffe primp, donna demanded'a voice 
and a method quite as exceptional as 
was rcq'Uir'e'd' b'f Ihc1 interpreter of T-n- 
cia and all .the.other old time tearful 
heroines.

If it 
could not digest' readily the correct 
harmonies of the men who combined 
speech and song so adroitly it could at 
least.appreciate the never flagging jol- 
lity of everything, and it did.

Judge Hadley, in police court this 


morning, scored those people who have 
been in the habit of bailing people out 
of jail for the monetary consideration 
in utter disregard of what the man 
will do after being bailed. 


During the course of the 
trial o£ 


Nelson Benoit, charged with 
assault 


and battery ori his wife, Mary, it was 
brought to the attention of the court 
that last October Benoit was ordered 
to pay a Hue of 514 and .placed under 
$100 to keep the peace for six months. 
After.re.maining In jail for some time 
a •pawnbroker furnished the -bond and 
Benoit was released. Almost immedi- 
ately 
after leaving jail he assaulted 


his wife, thereby violating a breach of 
the recognizance.. 
Judge Hadl-ey said that it was an 


outrage to allow such matters to con- 


tinue.. 
He said that there was too 


much bailing of persons 
who 
upon 


being released on bail flagrantly vio- 
late the conditions of the recogniz- 
ance. 


He said: 
"This matter of breach of 


recognizance should be. brought to the 
attention of the district attorney at 
once." 


Mrs. Benoit was the first witness for 


the government and testified that on 
December 18th while she was getting 
ready to go to the Day Nursery to 
get a present for her little girl her 
husband demanded a dollar from her. 
She told him that she did not have 
any money other than would b-s neces- 
sary to purchase- fool. 
He said that 


he "must have a dollar to pay Kelly," 
and when she refused to give it to 
him he choked iier and hit her over 
the heaxl with a club which inflicted 


a..d»*T>'rtsh." -Later, when she wanted 
to go" to a doctor to get the w'ound 
dressed he nailed the door. 
With the 
assistance of a screv driver, however, 
she managed 
to open tho door and 


went to the homo of her sister and 
the latter dressed the wound in her 
head, ' 


Emma Sweeney, a sister'o{ the pre- 


ceding-witness, did not witness the as- 
sault, but testified to the nature of the 
wounds sustained by .the 'complainant. 


Benoit denied that he had struck his 


wife at all. He .started to relate the 
cause of the difference between him 
and his wife, blaming her relatives for 
all the trouble. He said that lie was 
released from jail three weeks ago.

Board of Trade Committee Offers 


Free Transportation to Sub- 
urban Shoppers on Each Wed- 
nesday 


It has often been said in jest that 


the board of trade never accomplish- 
es anything, but it would appear that 
the committee of suburban trade de- 
velopment of that body 
has 
accom- 


plished something that is going to op- 
prate for the welfare of business 
in 


Lowell and-that means for the g-ener- 
al welfare of the city. 


Some time ago the matter of devel- 


oping suburban trade was taken up at 
a mooting of the board of trade and it 
was decided to name 
Wednesday 
as 


Suburban day in the local stores and 
to offer inducements to 
people 
frum 


out of town to come hero- and trade. 
Tin- 
scheme 
suggested innumerable 


feature's to attract 
the suburbanites 


and the first matter 
taken 
up 
was 


that of advertising Lowell 
in 
other 


cities and towns. Then a npoulal com- 
mittee 
was • appointed 
to 
take 
full 


charge of the matter and 
that 
this 
1 committee has 
done - something 
was 


evidenced this morning when the com- 
mittee inet at the office of Sec:. Mc- 
Konna and presented a completed plan 
relative to: the matter. 
At the outset the committee inter- 


ested the merchants in the matter to 
the1 extent of collecting a fund that at 
present'amounts-to $1700, which IB to 
h.V known as a rebate fund, 
out 
uf 


which the carfares of suburbanites are 
to be paid when they, come to Lowbll 
to do' their shopping1. Every merchant 
who contributed to the rebate fund will 
be Supplied with rebate hooks to 
bo 


given to the suburban purchasers. Al 
prrsfcnt 'there are '70' concerns in the 
project,^including the following lints of 
business: Bakeries, booksellers and sta- 
tioners, boots and shoes, confectioners, 
department stores, dry goods, live and 
ten cents stores, hair goods, insurance, 
jewelers, kitchen furnishings, 
market, 


men's «nd boys' clothing, men's fur- 
nishings, mllllnory, optician, 
restau- 


rants, shampooing, tailor, teas and cof- 
fees, upholstering, wall papers, 
wom- 


en's specialty stores, women's suits and 
wearing apparel, miscellaneous, gas ap- 
pliance and coke. 
. Thfre are.rertain lines of business, 
notably the* hardware dealers, that, are 
not in on the rebate scheme and the 
board hopes to got them right away, 
as the circulars will ibe sent out very 
roon. 


The committee has gathered a mail- 


ing list of 15,000 names within a radius 
of 15 miles and will start soon to send 
circulars explaining the project .to eauh 
of these, people. 
The rules governing 


the rebate project are as follows: 


First—If you. live nt n distance of 


10 miles from Lowell your railroad fare 
for round trip will be refunded if the 
total amount of your purchases on-any 
Wednesday amounts to $5.00 and over. 


Second—If you live at a distance of 


over 10 miles and not exceeding 15 
miles your railroad fare for round trip 
will be refunded if the total amount 
of your purchases on any Wednesday 
amounts to $10.00 and over. 


Third—if you Uvc at a distance of 


over JO miles and 
not 
exceeding 30 


miles your railroad fare 
for 
round 


trip will be refunded 
If 
the 
total 


amount of your purchases on any Wed- 
nesday amounts lo $20.00 and over. 


Fourth—If you live at a distance of 


over 30 miles and not exceeding 50 
miles your railroad fare Cor round trip 
will be refunded if the total amount 
of your purchases on-any Wednesday 
amounts to 5'10.00 and'over. 


• Fifth—All uurrlia&es must be made 


on Wednesdays, and from the merchants 
whose names appear on opposite page. 
All purchases must be entered In your 
rebate bonk, by the merchants from 
whom you buy. 


Sixth—Only one round trip fare will 


be allowed on any onu rebate book. 


Seventh—Be sur« and buy round trip 


ticket as' railroad passes and mileage 
books will not be recognised for re- 
bate. 
Fares will be refunded only at 


tho rate the visitor pays. 


Eighth—Ask for your"rebate book In 


the store wliere you make your flret 
purchase, and have amount of'purchase 
entered in b6ok. 
Continue using this 


book In all stores (whose names ap- 
pear on opposite page) until all shop- 
ping is completed. 
In the store \vhere 


the last purchase Is made present your 
rebate book and return railroad ticket 
at the office and your fare for the 
round trip will be refunded In accord- 
ance with the -aforementioned rules. 


Thus, an out of town person upon 


coming-to Lowell goes to one of the 
stores mentioned in the circular and 
calls for a rebate book which is given 
•him. This book contains the names of 
all the merchants authorized to ierund 
him his carfare. 
Beside the name of 


tho merchant is a blank space in which 
to record the amount of his purchase 
and another for the stamp of the dealer 
at whose place he purchases. He makes 
his purchase and tin- dealer stamps tho 
name of the Jirm and the amount pur- 
chased. Thn visitor then goes to the 
next store and so on until ho has fin- 
ished his shopping. 
At the last place 


in which ho" makes a purchase he pre- 
sents his boo"k and his return ticket and 
that dealer refunds him .the amount ot 
his carfare. 
The denier then presents 


the. book to the committee and gels his 
money back from the general fund. The 
purchaser must get. a new book oach 
time he comes to Lowell and Wednes- 
day is the day on which the books are 
good. The scheme looks like a winner.

Eleven Schooners Were'••'•Wracked 


off 
Newfoundland 


ST. JOHNS, N. F., Dec. 29.—Eleven 


schooners and their crews are believed 
to have been lost in'the Christmas bliz- 
zard, while great destruction to prop- 
erty throughout/this island colony has 
resulted. The storm, which reached Us 
height on Sunday, raged for six days, 
but today had abated considerably.

Forty years ago opera bouffe-rtho 


genuine article—was at its apogee in 
America. In all the cities of the land 
the tuneful and care dispelling arias 
and choruses of "I-ia Grande Duchesse," 
"Barbe Bleue," "La' Fille 'de Madame 
Angqt," "JCia. Mascotte,"' "ia Belle :Hel- 
en'e" and a dozen'similar works were 
common property. The ragtime craze 
had not yet-'assumed. its subsequent 
virulent type,-' and even' the, great unr 
musical, public seemed content. If it 
could not digest readily the correct 
harmonies of the men who combined 
speech and song so adroitly it could at 
least appreciate the never flagging jol- 
lity of everything, and it did.

Then came the decline. How it hap- 


pened no one seems to'know precisely. 
With 'the'passing ~o£'such consummate 
artists as Judlc, Theo and our own Inr 
coirrparablc Alice Gates opera bouffo 
languished. For one thing, it was made 
apparent that the makers of this spe- 
cies of opera hud set the standard so 
high that it was attainable only, by 
composers and artists of. grand opera 
caliber.

She _eannot become the undisputed 
queen of opera bouiTe without the ca- 
pacity to act—and veil, lilttlo wpn- 
der that the exactions of such a, career 
have limited the number .of-those .who 
have' embraced it successfully, iess 
wonder that the difficulties.in the way 
of exploitation'have dulled the Inspi- 
ration of'the composers and have popu- 
larized -the 'Cheap substitutes 'furnished 
by the so called musical plays.. 


Arid now it' Is being demonstrated 


that the' ttpJireMatlon for high class 
opera bouffo has not been effaced; that 
it has" only been slumbering and await- 
ing the touch of a rejuvenating and up- 
building hand. As careful an observer 
of the public pujse as Oscar Hammer- 
stein came, to this' conclusion many 
months ago.. To make conviction doubly 
sure lie began 'last 'season' to experi- 
ment, at 'his'Manhattan Opera House, 
with Offenbachls delicious "Tales of 
Hoffmann." It proved to be the most 
popular nb'velly'of "the'season'." 'TVheh'-' 
ever it was sung, the house was crowd- 
ed with enthusiastic admirers of the 
exquisite' "Barcarolle" and abundant 
catchy melodies. 


Iri the success of his primary venture 


the impresario foresaw the revival of 
opera bouffc, and his business instinct

A NOVEL THEATER. . 


Preliminary plans of a theater, de- 


signed for tho exclusive use of rehears- 
ing companies, attached to which shall 
be a completely equipped carpentry 
and property construction department, 
were recently submitted to Charles 
Frohmaii by the architects. For years 
Mr. Frohman and other large produc- 
ing managers have labored under the 
difficulty of never haying a. theater 
available for night rehearsals and only 
having theaters available for day re- 
hearsals when no matinees were being 
played.

ed stage. 
Tho theater will have a 


working stage as large as any at- 
tached to a regular New York theater. 
This will be fully equipped with all 
the modern devices for lighting and for 
the manipulation of scenery.

its proscenium arch will be hung the 
Immense llghrf bridge built by Charles 
Frohman three years ago and the 
largest of its kind in existence. 
The 


stage will be flanked on both sides by 
four tiers of dressing rooms, affording 
space enough to accommodate, prac- 
tically -00 people. 
The auditorium/ of 


tho theater, used by day as a work- 
room, for scene scaffolding and build- 
ing, 
will be without scats except for 


tho few occupied by those conducting 
rehearsals. 


According to the plans, the rehearsal 


theater will bo ready for use on May 1.

patriotism, has yielded to the age of 
commercialism..

Such was''the declaration of Supreme 


Court Justice Wesley O. Howard yester- 
day in an opinion fixing the compen- 
sation of the members of a commission 
appointed by him to appraise damages 
to property resulting from the con- 
struction of the Asholcan reservoir in 
Ulster county to furnish a "water sup- 
ply for Now York city. 


Justice Howard reduced the compen- 


sation of the commissioners from $3650 
each to ?2200, and then touched upon 
the subject of graft. 


"It Is greatly to be regretted," he 


said, "that no public enterprise can bo 
projected and consummated 
without 


this appalling loss called 'graft.' Graft 
is not necessarily an^llegal expendi- 
ture of money; but it is that unneces- 
sary wasteful use which characterizes 
the construction of every public ven- 
ture. 


"At least 40 per cent, 
of 
all the 


money appropriated for public use la 
lost In graft. 
All things could l>o 


possible if this frightful leak could bo 
stopped—roads, canals, libraries, asy- 


lums and hospitals—all these could he 
built .out of graft, could it only bo 
saved. 


"I do not believe that any particu- 


lar individual or class of individuals 
is responsible. 
Graft is a product of 


our times and institutions. 
It Is . 


peopl'2 who are responsible, for they 
seem to have lost, or to believe that 
they have lost, their title to Integ- 
rity. 


"They expect graft, and even spoil 


and booty, to deplete their resources 
whenever any great under taking is 
ventured by them, and they look with 
complacence and toleration and indif- 
fel'cnco at ravages upon their prop- 
erty. 


"Graft is as much an clement to be 


reckoned with In computing the eorjt 
of a public structure as Is cement or 
lumber. 
It has come to be a matter 


of course—this rake off—a loss recog- 
nized by all who malts estimates of 
cost in such cases. 


".b'igure out what a private corpora- 


tion like a railroad can construct a 
public undertaking for, then add 40 
per cent, lor graft and you have the 
cost of the enterprise. 
A public struc- 


ture built honestly would be a froak."
